County's inadequate children's services 
are'simply not good enough^ says MP 


LOCAL MP David Laws has criticised Somerset 
County Council’s management of children’s serv¬ 
ices after Ofsted inspectors found them to be in¬ 
adequate and ’’unsafe”. 

Ofsted, the independent inspection watchdog, 
has rated all the council-run centres in south Som¬ 
erset as inadequate. They found that the centres 
across the region were failing to reach enough 
families, especially target groups, and that many 
of the sessions being run are not safe. 

This is the fourth “inadequate” rating given to a 
children’s service run by Somerset County Council 
by Ofsted in the last fortnight and comes just 
weeks after Peter Lewis was sacked as interim di¬ 
rector for children’s services after failing to make 
improvements quickly enough. 

Commenting, Mr Laws, Liberal Democrat MP 
for the Yeovil constituency, said: “The Conserva¬ 
tives running Somerset County Council need to 
shape up, and fast. Families in Somerset deserve 


an awful lot better than 
this. 

“Children’s services 
in our county are now 
in a terrible state and it 
is particularly worrying 
that Ofsted has labelled 
many of the children’s 
centres as unsafe. 

“We used to have a 
service which families 
could rely on and be 
proud of, but under the 
Conservatives the 
council has failed to 
maintain these stan-

dards and we now see a situation where all of the 
council-run children’s centres in South Somerset 
have been rated as inadequate. It simply is not 
good enough.” 


Extra funding for disadvantaged pupils 


FUNDING of £16.98million for disadvantaged pri¬ 
mary school pupils in Somerset to help boost 
their attainment and close the gap between 
them and their richer peers was announced this 
week by local MP David Laws. 

Mr Laws, Liberal Democrat MP for the Yeovil 
constituency and Minister of State for Schools, 
reported that the money would come from the 
Lib Dems'pupil premium funding for 2015/16. It 
will give schools extra money to help teachers 
support those pupils from poorer families who 
are more at risk of failing at school and falling be¬ 
hind their peers at the very start of their lives. 

The funding announcement made on Tuesday 
means that primary schools in Somerset will re¬ 
ceive £1,320 for every pupil who has registered 
for free school meals at any time in the last six 
years. The schools are then given the power to 
choose how they spend that money most effec¬ 
tively. 


Mr Laws commented: "Every single child de¬ 
serves a fair start in life and the opportunity to 
fulfill their potential. That is why the pupil pre¬ 
mium is so important; it helps teachers in Som¬ 
erset and across the country support children 
from poorer families who, the figures show us, 
do not get that fair start in life and fall quickly be¬ 
hind their classmates. 

"I have seen first-hand how pupil premium 
money is being used to wonderful effect in Som¬ 
erset and I am very much looking forward to see¬ 
ing how teachers in Somerset use this additional 
funding to help our children succeed. 

"In government, the Liberal Democrats have 
protected the schools budget, introduced the 
pupil premium and expanded early years educa¬ 
tion for the very youngest children, I believe 
strongly that we have a record to be proud of 
and the pupil premium is a very important part 
of that."

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District council seizes property left 
to rot 7 near Crewkerne town centre 


Company fined after 
2010 forklift accident 


SOUTH Somerset District Council has seized a 
house in Crewkerne, which had been empty since 
2006. 

District council officials say they went down the 
legal route to obtain permission as the property had 
“been left to rot” and turned into an overgrown 
eyesore not far from the centre of Crewkerne. 

As part of a strategy, owners of empty properties 
are contacted by the council to determine the rea¬ 
son why their property is empty and to see if it can 
be brought back into use with help of the authority. 
Loans and grants can be offered in certain circum¬ 
stances. 

A district council spokesperson said: “On Thurs¬ 
day, November 6th district council officials took 
over control of the property after repeated attempts 
to try and enter into a dialogue with the owner had 
failed. 

“The owner ignored repeated requests by the coun¬ 
cil to discuss the situation. 

“The owner had also failed to pay any council tax 
on the property for the last eight years. 


“After such repeated attempts to contact the owner, 
the council applied to the court for permission to 
take over and sell the property to repay the council 
tax bill debt and to recover its costs. 

“It is also hoped that by selling it, the property will 
be renovated and used to house a local family. The 
judge granted the court order and bailiffs entered 
the property.” 

The dilapidated property, pictured right, will now 
be auctioned and it is hoped that it can be brought 
back into use in the near future. 

Councillor Shane Pledger, portfolio holder for 
empty properties, said: “South Somerset District 
Council prefers to negotiate with owners of prop¬ 
erties to get them back into use. The case of this 
property in Crewkerne goes to show what can hap¬ 
pen if owners leave property empty and refuse to 
do anything about them. 

“We will do all we can to ensure that properties in 
South Somerset are not left empty. Let’s not forget 
that a property brought back in to use is one less 
property we have to build in South Somerset. 



“We have to ensure that we have enough housing 
for our residents and by bringing properties back 
into use, we can achieve that.” 

There are currently 223 properties in South Som¬ 
erset that have been empty for over two years, 14 
of those are in Crewkerne. There are also 292 prop¬ 
erties that have been empty between six months 
and two years, with 27 of those in Crewkerne. 


Police appeal after two thefts from village Co-op

He was 
seen to leave the inci¬ 
dent in a Blue Volkswa¬ 
gen Bora car. 

On both occasions, 
the man wore distinc¬ 
tive jackets - one was 


black with a red hood lining and the 
other was black with distinctive tog¬ 
gle buttons.

A COMMERCIAL vehicle maintenance company 
in Chard has been fined for multiple safety fail¬ 
ings after a director suffered severe injuries when 
a forklift truck he was driving overturned and 
died weeks later. 

Robert Dawe, from Yeovil, was using the forklift 
to clean out a drainage gully at Chard Trucks Ltd's 
premises on October 13th 2010 when it over¬ 
turned, trapping him between the ground and 
the overhead protection system. 

Mr Dawe, who was 58 at the time, was taken to 
hospital with multiple rib fractures but later had 
a heart attack, suffered loss of oxygen to the 
brain and died nine weeks later on Christmas 
Day. 

Taunton Crown Court heard earlier this month 
that an investigation by the Health and Safety Ex¬ 
ecutive (HSE) revealed the forklift did not have a 
seatbelt and had not been examined in accor¬ 
dance with the statutory requirement for it to un¬ 
dergo a yearly thorough examination. 

Furthermore, neither Mr Dawe nor any other 
employees had been provided with training in its 
use. 

The court was told HSE had previously visited 
Chard Trucks Ltd. at its Millfield Trading Estate 
premises on February 14th 2008 and advised the 
company to take action on a number of safety is¬ 
sues, including securing the key of the forklift 
truck on the basis that it was no longer being 
used and ensuring the competence of the indi¬ 
vidual responsible for health and safety, who was 
said to be Mr Dawe at the time. 

The company was fined a total of £50,000 and 
ordered to pay £20,000 costs after pleading 
guilty to a breach of Section 2(1) of the Health 
and Safety at Work etc Act 1974 and a separate 
breach of the Lifting Operations and Lifting 
Equipment Regulations 1998.

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Chard School remember pupils lost in war 



CHARD School held a Remembrance Service during which 
parents, children and members of the Old Cerdics Association 
for former pupils remembered the sacrifice and contribution 
to the war effort made by the school during the First World 
War. 

For a small school, the number of former pupils who became 
casualties of the war was enormous with 78 names recorded 
on the Roll of Honour, read by Old Cerdics vice-president and 
retired RAF Air Commodore, Nigel Griffiths, supported by 
Colonel Paul Richardson, Commandant Somerset ACF. 

The establishment of the country’s first and only specialist 
hospital for amputees in one of the school's buildings, Mon¬ 
mouth House, situated at Fore Street, was another aspect of the 
school's history featured in the service. Year 6 pupils gave talks 
on this and other aspects of the First World War that they had 
researched. They also sang wartime songs and read poems. 

Chairman of the Old Cerdics Association, Graham Chamber- 
lain, a pupil at the end of WWII, said: “It was a very proud 
moment for all Old Cerdics present to join the Chard School 
community in honouring so many former pupils that had made 
the ultimate sacrifice so that in later years other pupils could 
be free to attend the school.” 


A day at the seaside 

JUNIOR children from Chard School recently spent a 
day by the sea, investigating the secrets of the nearby 
Jurassic Coast. 

Starting at Charmouth, the children enjoyed a slide 
show and presentation at Charmouth Heritage Cen¬ 
tre, by which time the stormy winds and seas had 
abated and the weather became ideal for a stroll 
down the beach in search of fossils. 

All the children found belemnites and ammonites, 
and some also found crinoids, fool's gold, and even 
some washed up fish, including a whole cuttlefish, a 
living relative of the belemnite and ammonite.

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Chard surgery offering HIV tests 
for national awareness campaign 


TAWSTOCK Surgery in Chard is part of a Somer¬ 
set County Council public health initiative offering 
free HIV tests on a walk-in basis. 

The campaign is urging people to walk in at any 
participating surgery and have a test during Na¬ 
tional HIV Testing Week (November 22nd to 29th). 

At Tawstock Surgery, the opportunity is from 
lpm-5pm on Wednesday, November 26th. 

A Somerset County Council spokesperson said: 
“Although Somerset has a relatively small number 
of people with the condition, Public Health are con¬ 
cerned with the number of adults who are being di¬ 
agnosed at a late stage. 

“Early detection and treatment - as with many 
conditions - gives a much better outcome.” 

Public Health England figures (Sexual and Re¬ 
productive Health Profiles for the period 2011- 
2013) show that in England 45 per cent of the 
patients presenting with the condition were at a late 
stage of infection, the point after which treatment 
should have begun. In Somerset it is 61.3 per cent 
and across the South West 46.7 per cent. 

The tests are free, confidential and carried out by 


specialist HIV staff from Taunton’s Musgrove Park 
Hospital genitourinary medicine clinic and Terence 
Higgins Trust. There is no need to book an ap¬ 
pointment and results will be given in twenty min¬ 
utes. 

County councillor and chairman of Somerset 
Health and Wellbeing Board, Christine Lawrence, 
said: “This is a pilot project in Somerset intended 
to make it much easier for people who may be ‘at 
risk’ to have a test. 

“Modem treatments are highly effective allowing 
people nowadays to live with HIV. It is so much 
better to get tested rather than keep putting it off.” 

Michelle Hawkes, a public health specialist at 
Somerset County Council, said: “I welcome this 
innovative approach to bringing HIV testing di¬ 
rectly into the community during National HIV 
Testing Week. 

“I hope this will encourage people who may have 
put themselves at risk of contracting HIV to take a 
test.”

Art society look at Dickens novels 


THE audience at the Neroche Decora¬ 
tive and Fine Art Society November 
lecture was privileged to be “Looking 
at Dickens” through the eyes of 
Michael Wheeler. 

An authority on Victorian fiction, 
Michael, who lectures extensively at 
home and abroad, served up a vivid 
picture of an author whose talent, 
imagination and creativity captivated 
readers and whose novels and short 
stories continue to hold worldwide ap¬ 
peal. 

A highly intelligent man, Dickens 
was hard working and driven through¬ 
out his life. Thanks largely to his fa¬ 
ther’s spells in the debtors’ prison, he 
was working in a factory by the age of 
12. By 1827 he was a lawyer’s clerk 
and having taught himself shorthand, 
graduated to taking notes in the House 
of Commons gallery and writing 
newspaper reports. 

Worldwide public acclaim came 
overnight with the publication of the 
first instalment of “The Pickwick Pa¬ 
pers” in 1836. Serialised over 19 


months at one shilling (five pence) a 
copy, the novel brought fame and 
wealth and set Dickens on the road to 
a sparkling career as an author. 

Michael Wheeler brought alive the 
well-known Dickensian stories and 
characters, highlighting the detail and 
quality of the writing and the social 
comment it contains. His lecture was 
accompanied by examples of the pen 
and ink drawings that featured in the 
novels, by a range of illustrators of 
whom Hablot Knight Browne - other¬ 
wise Phiz - is the best known. Inter¬ 
estingly, the lecture demonstrated how 
the differing styles of these artists in¬ 
fluenced the atmosphere and writing 
in the novels. 

Neroche DFAS is the oldest branch 
of the National Association of Deco¬ 
rative and Fine Art Societies in the 
South West and holds monthly talks at 
Dillington House by leading experts in 
their field, throughout the year.

Grants up to £100k available 
for social enterprises under 
council's new funding scheme 


SOCIAL enterprises in Somerset 
could benefit from a loan of be¬ 
tween £10,000 and £100,000 
thanks to a new fund launched this 
week.

“Social enterprises in Somerset are 
key in helping us deliver on our pri¬ 
orities to promote Somerset as a 
thriving economy and as a place 
where people can access the good 
quality services they need. 

“By reinvesting in the commu¬ 
nity, and often providing vital serv¬ 
ices to our residents, without 


aiming to take any profit for them¬ 
selves, social enterprises help us, in 
the Council, in so many ways. 

“The Somerset Social Enterprise 
Fund has been set up to recognise 
the importance of social enterprises 
and to give them the opportunity to 
continue to grow and develop more 
sustainable services for our resi¬ 
dents.”

TOYOTA will launch its all-new Mirai hydrogen fuel cell 
vehicle in Japan on 15 December, before introducing 
it in the UK and other selected European markets in 
September 2015. 

Mirai - the name means future in Japanese - signals 
the start of a new age of vehicles. It uses hydrogen, an 
important future energy source, to generate electric 
power, delivering better environmental performance 
while giving customers the convenience and driving 
pleasure they expect from any car. 

Mirai uses theToyota Fuel Cell System (TFCS), which 
brings together fuel cell and hybrid technologies. It 
includes Toyota's new, proprietary fuel cell stack and 
high-pressure hydrogen tanks. The TFCS is more en¬ 
ergy efficient than internal combustion engines and 
emits no C02 or pollutants when the vehicle is driven. 
A generous cruising range and a hydrogen refuelling 
time of around three minutes2 provide the same level 
of convenience as a petrol-powered car. 

Mirai delivers everything expected of a next-gener¬ 
ation car: an immediately recognisable design; an ex¬ 
hilarating drive that stems from the superior handling 
stability secured by the car's low centre of gravity; and 
quiet but powerful acceleration delivered by the elec¬ 
tric motor. 

Flydrogen has the benefit of being able to be gen¬ 
erated from many different natural sources and man¬ 
made by products - even sewage sludge. It can also 
be created from water using natural, renewable en¬ 
ergy sources such as solar and wind power. When 


compressed, it has a higher energy density than bat¬ 
teries and it is relatively easy to store and transport. 
These qualities give it the potential to be used in the 
future for power generation and a wide range of other 
applications.

The fuel tanks have a three-layer structure made of 
carbon fibre-reinforced plastic and other materials, 
and they store hydrogen at very high pressure - 
70MPa, or approximately 700bar.
